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SEVENTY-SIXTH  ANNUAL  REPORT 
OF  THE  CITY  AUDITOR 


Office  of  the  City  Auditor 
December  18,  1926 


To  the  Honorable  Mayor  and  City  Council: 

The  undersigned  herewith  presents  a report  of  the  receipts  and  pay- 
ments of  the  City  of  Newburyport  for  the  year  beginning  December  19, 
1925  and  ending  December  18,  1926. 

The  first  part  of  this  report  consists  of  schedules,  which  are  made  up 
from  receipts  and  payments  arranged  upon  the  schedules  for  Uniform  Muni- 
cipal accounting  as  issued  by  the  Department  of  Corporations  and  Tax- 
ation, Division  of  Accounts,  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts. 

It  will  be  noticed  that  the  terms  ‘‘revenue”  and  “non-revenue”  are 
used,  “revenue”  meaning  money  accruing  to  the  Municipal  treasury  under 
general  taxation,  police,  powers,  gifts,  or  services  rendered.  “Non-revenue” 
meaning  offsets  to  outlays,  such  as  permanent  improvements,  bond  is- 
sues, money  hired  in  anticipation  of  taxes,  temporary  accounts,  etc.  Fol- 
lowing these  schedules  are  presented  detailed  statements  arranged  in  the 
same  order,  together  with  the  usual  matters  given  ini  the  auditor’s  report, 
including  a schedule  of  the  city  property,  city  debt  and  assets,  a statement 
of  the  securities  held.'  by  the  sinking  fund  commissioners  as  sinking  funds, 
also  a report  of  trust  funds  and  a statement  of  funds  held  by  private 
trustees,  the  income  of  which  is  for  the  benefit  of  Newburyport  or  any  of 
its  inhabitants. 


SCHEDULE 

Schedule  A is  a consolidated  statement  of  total  cash  receipts  and  pay- 
ments during  the  year,  and  the  cash  balance  at  the  beginning  and  end  of  the 
year.  This  schedule  shows  that  during  the  year  the  city  has  received 
$2,323.53  more  than  was  paid. 

Schedule  B is  a consolidated  statement  of  the  receipts  and  payments  for 
operation  and  maintenance  of  the  different  departments,  showing  total  re- 
ceipts from  revenue  $628,893. 91  and  expense  of  maintenance  to  be 
$610,696.57,  making  the  excess  of  receipts  over  payments  for  the  year 
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$18,196.44  which  amount  with  the  excess  of  non-revenue  payments  for  the 
year  are  indicated  in  the  increase  of  cash  on  hand. 

Schedule  C is  a statement  of  revenue  receipts  and  payments  by  depart- 
ments, less  transfers,  which  make  up  the  figures  for  (Schedule  B;  also  a 
statement  of  non-revenue  receipts  and  payments,  during  the  year. 

In  making  up  actual  cost  of  maintenance  and  operation  “Agency  Trans- 
actions” such  as  State  Tax,  County  Tax,  etc.,  are  eliminated. 

I would  further  report  that  I have  audited  the  accounts  of  the  Water 
Department,  Sinking  Fund  Commissioners,  Trust  Fund  Commissioners, 
Trustees  of  Wheelwright,  Peabody  and  Public  Library  Building  Funds, 
Treasurer  and  Collector,  Treasurer  of  Public  Library,  City  Clerk,  City  Mes- 
senger, Sealer  of  Weights  and  Measures,  and  examined  all  bills  presented, 
verified  same  and  when  aproved  'charged  same  to  proper  appropriations, 
signing  orders  on  the  Treasurer  for  their  payments;  also  have  counter- 
signed all  notes  and  bonds,  and  have  ascertained  that  issue  of  same  was 
properly  authorized. 

The  net  debt  of  the  City  has  been  decreased  in  the  past  year 
$94,336.15.  The  appropriated  accounts  were  overdrawn  $883.67 ; income  ex- 
ceeded estimate  $5,085.08;  extra  income  tax  received  from  the  State  amount- 
ed to  $12,001.50,  of  which  $10,000  was  appropriated  for  equipment  for  re- 
moval of  ice  and  snow,  leaving  $2,001.50  which  with  the  credit  balance,  af- 
ter deducting  amounts  for  contracts  and  appropriations  made,  left  the 
sum  of  $6,178.82,  which  was  carried  to  the  credit  of  excess  and  deficit  ac- 
count. 

After  an  opinion  from  the  City  Solicitor  and  on  the  order  of  the  Mayor, 
this  year  for  the  first  time  a distinct  separation  has  been  made  of  the 
legislative  and  executive  powers,  so  that  expenditures  and  approval  of  bills 
have  been  vested  in  the  heads  of  departments  with  the  approval  of  the  May- 
or.

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TRUST  UNDS 


THE  LAW.  Chapter  322 

An  act  to  provide  for  the  auditing  of  certain  trust  funds  and  accounts. 
Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  city  and  town  auditors  at  least  once 
every  year,  and  so  much  oftener  as  they  deem  it  necessary,  to  audit  the  ac- 
counts of  the  trustees  of  any  property,  the  principal  or  income  of  which, 
in  whole  or  in  part,  was  bequeathed  or  given  in  trust  for  the  benefit  of  the 
city  or  town  or  any  part  thereof,  or  for  the  benefit  of  the  inhabitants  of 
the  city  or  town  or  any  part  thereof,  and  to  examine  and  estimate  the 
funds,  securities,  and  evidence  of  property  held  by  such  trustees.  City  and 
town  auditors  shall  include  in  their  annual  report  a report  of  such  auditing 
and  investigation;  and  if  they  discover  any  fraud  or  irregularity  they  shall 
immediately  report  the  same  to  the  Mayor  and  Treasurer  of  the  city  or  to 
the  Selectmen  or  Treasurer  of  the  town. 

Section  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  trustees  designated  in  section 
one  hereof  to  give  city  and  town  auditors  free  access  to  their  accounts, 
funds,  securities  and  evidence  of  property;  and  any  such  trustee  who  re- 
fuses to  exhibit  his  trust  accounts,  funds,  securities  and  evidences  aforesaid 
shall  be  subject  to  a fine  of  not  less  than  fifty  nor  more  than  two  hundred 
dollars. 

Section  3.  This  act  shall  be  construed  as  applying  to  property  held  in 
trust  for  public  uses.  (Approved  May  9,  1904). 


Trust  funds  in  which  the  City  of  Newburyport  and  its  inhabitants  are 
interested  may  be  divided  into  two  classes,  viz.:  funds  bequeathed  or  given 
direct  to  the  city,  and  funds  given  to  special  trustees,  the  income  of  which 
is  used  for  the  benefits  of  any  of  its  inhabitants. 

The  first  class  is  invested  by  the  Trustees  of  the  Newburyport  Trust 
Funds  under  Chapter  64,  Acts  of  1917,  and  the  income  turned  over  to  the 

city. 
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The  second  class  is  invested  by  special  trustees  appointed  by  the  donor, 
and  such  boards  fill  their  own  vacancies.  It  would  seem  that  the  city  had 
assumed  no  responsibility  for  such  funds,  and  it  may  be  a question  if  they 
come  under  the  preceding  law,  but  such  trustees  have  been  requested  to 
allow  examination  of  said  funds  and  accounts. 

Trust  funds  held  by  Trust  Fund  Commissioners  have  been  verified  and 
the  income  traced  to  its  proper  accounts. 

The  Atkinson  fund,  held  by  special  trustees,  has  been  verified  and 
checked. 

Peabody  and  Public  Library  Building  Funds.  Income  has  been  verified, 
vouchers  checked  up  and  principal  accounted  for. 

The  Wheelwright  Fund.  The  accounts  of  the  Treasurer  for  the  year 
ending  Oct.  31,  1926,  have  been  audited  and  found  correct;  also  the  securi- 
ties have  been  counted  and  found  to  agree  with  the  treasurers’  accounts.

Honorable  Mayor  and  Councilors: 

Gentlemen : 

The  year  of  1926  has  come  to  a close  and  at  this  time  I am  sending  you 
a report  of  the  doings  of  the  department  for  the  year  that  is  past. 

We  have  responded  to  222  calls,  40  of  them  have  been  bell  alarms  and 
182  have  been  telephone  calls.  This  is  the  record  of  any  year  since  the  de- 
partment has  been  organized. 

The  loss  for  the  year  is  $138, 859. 71,  which  I consider  is  small  according 
to  the  conditions  and  the  equipment  and  the  localities  where  the  worst  fires 
occurred,  and  I think  it  is  up  to  the  City  Council  to  do  all  in  their  power  to 
get  the  department  motorized  and  put  in  the  same  class  with  other  cities  of 
the  same  size  in  our  State. 


Equipment 


We  have  at  the  present  time  11,000  feet  of  hose  of  which  some  of  it  will 
go  bad  the  first  time  it  is  used,  and  the  bursting  of  a line  of  hose  some- 
times means  the  loss  of  human  life,  or  a building. 

We  have  one  750  gallon  Seagraves  Triple  Combination,  2 Steam  Fire 
Engines  in  service,  1 steam  fire  engine  in  reserve,  3 hose  wagons,  4 hose 
pungs,  1 supply  wagon  and  1 Maxim  Combination  Ladder  Truck  and  Chem- 
ical. 


Fire  Alarm 


The  fire  alarm  is  very  poor  the  same  as  last  year.  We  have  nothing 
on  the  outside  below  State  street,  and  this  being  a call  department  where 
the  men  have  to  depend  on  the  alarm,  we  have  been  very  lucky  to  get  as 
many  men  to  work  at  the  fires  as  they  have  done  in  the  past. 
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Recommendations 

I recommend  the  purchase  of  3000  feet  of  good  fire  hose  to  bring  the 
amount  up  to  what  we  ought  to  have  on  hand  at  all  times. 

The  purchase  of  one  750  gallon  triple  combination  pumper  to  take  the 
place  of  Engine  No.  2 which  is  about  ready  to  be  discarded. 

The  laying  of  a cement  floor  in  the  Central  Fire  Station  to  take  care 
of  what  apparatus  that  will  be  put  there  in  the  future. 

The  addition  of  four  more  permanent  men  assigned  to  the  Central  Sta- 
tion. With  the  addition  of  the  men  you  will  always  have  a force  large 
enough  to  go  to  work  and  save  a great  many  bell  alarms. 

The  Chief,  whoever  he  may  be,  should  be  a permanent  man  and  should  be 
on  the  job  at  all  times  and  should  have  time  to  make  all  the  inspection  work 
in  the  business  district  or  any  other  place  where  he  thinks  he  could  elimi- 
nate the  fire  hazard,  and  he  should  have  a suitable  conveyance  owned  by  the 
city,  to  be  used  in  the  line  of  duty. 

I also  recommend  the  installation  of  a suitable  outside  fire  alarm  for 
the  south  end  and  the  overhauling  of  the  entire  system,  and  put  it  in  first 
class  shape.  There  are  a lot  of  other  things  that  I wcu’d  like  to  ask  for 
but  I will  be  thankful,  and  I know  the  city  will  be  a great  deal  better  pro- 
tected by  having  these  things  done.

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BOARD  OF  HEALTH 


To  the  Mayor  and  City  Council: 

The  Board  of  Health  submits  its  report  for  the  year  1926,  as  follows: 

The  year  was  not  marked  by  the  unusual  prevalence  of  severe  epidemic 
disease.  An  exception  may  possibly  be  made  to  this  statement  in  the  case 
of  scarlet  fever  which  prevailed  throughout  the  year  to  a certain  extent,  ris- 
ing to  its  height  in  February,  with  twelve  cases  and  declining  thereafter 
with  a total  of  forty-one  cases.  The  disease  was  of  a mild  type.  There  were 
but  three  cases  of  diphtheria  during  the  entire  year,  and  one  case  of  typhoid 
fever.  Whether  the  decline  in  diphtheria  is  due  to  the  employment  of  pre- 
ventive inoculation,  among  school-children  in  previous  years,  is  perhaps  a 
question,  as  a corresponding  decline  in  this  disease  has  occurred  throughout 
the  State.  It  would  seem  advisable,  however,  that  the  work  of  prevention 
should  continue  in  order  to  remove  from  the  community  this  menace  to  the 
lives  of  children.  We  wish  to  call  attention  to  the  importance  of  this  work, 
and  to  request  a small  appropriation  to  enable  the  Board  to  continue  the  ad- 
ministration of  toxin-antitoxin  in  the  schools  of  the  city.  Heretofore  this 
work  has  been  done  gratuitously  by  our  physicians  under  direction  of  the 
District  Health  Officer;  but,  as  disease  prevention  is  obviously  in  the  in- 
terest of  the  entire  community,  it  seems  proper,  in  the  future,  to  request 
the  City  to  bear  the  expense. 

By  means  of  close  affiliation  with  the  Newburyport  Health  Center  the 
Board  has  been  enabled  to  keep  informed  of  the  sanitary  condition  of  all 
public  eating  places.  Visits  of  inspection  have  been  made  by  Mrs.  Willis  J. 
Bickford  and  other  nurses  connected  with  the  Health  Center,  and  detailed 
reports  are  on  file  at  our  office.  Based  upon  these  reports,  the  Board  has 
issued  certificates  of  merit  to  all  establishments  where  high  standards  of 
cleanliness  prevail;  and,  in  appropriate  cases,  measures  have  been  taken  to 
correct  unsanitary  methods  of  handling  foodstuffs. 

We  have  endeavored,  as  far  as  possible,  to  establish  thorough  methods 
of  inspection  of  the  handling  and  purveying  of  meat  and  fish,  fruit,  vege- 
tables, milk,  etc.  Ideal  results,  however,  in  an  undertaking  of  this  nature, 
can  be  secured  only  by  good  team  work  between  the  inspectors  and  the 
heads  of  the  Department.  It  is  regrettable  that  such  cordial  and  energetic 
cooperation  is  not  always  to  be  obtained.  We  feel,  however,  that  a distinct 
forward  step  has  been  made  in  maintaining  a record  at  our  office  of  all 
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work  performed  by  our  inspectors.  Without  such  records  the  Board  must 
necessarily  remain  in  ignorance  of  the  very  matters  which  are  supposedly 
within  their  province  to  oversee  and  control. 

The  routine  work  of  the  collectors  of  ashes,  rubbish  and  garbage  has 
been  carried  on,  we  believe,  with  satisfaction  to  the  citizens.  There  has 
been  little,  if  any,  criticism  of  the  collectors.  The  city  dumps,  however,  are 
objects  of  frequent  criticism;  and  it  is  quite  evident  that  they  constitute  a 
public  nuisance,  especially  in  warm  weather.  An  expenditure  of  three  hun- 
dred dollars  to  clean  up  the  Oak  street  dump  seemed  justifiable  during  the 
fall  season;  and  a further  outlay  of  five  dollars  per  week  to  maintain  a 
wholesome  condition  in  the  premises  seemed  wise.  Not  all  of  those  who 
wished  to  dispose  of  decaying  meats,  vegetables,  and  other  produce  were 
willing  to  discharge  their  loads  at  the  dump,  but  they  were  content  to  leave 
refuse  of  this  nature  in  the  open  area  at  a distance  from  the  spot  set  aside 
by  the  Board  for  the  disposal  of  waste.  The  burden  seemed  to  rest  upon  our 
Board  to  keep  the  premises  tidy;  but  we  have  found  that  it  is  not  rightfully 
within  our  province,  and  that  the  expenditure  of  public  funds  for  the  pur- 
pose is  illegal. 

We  have  to  report  the  resignation  of  Dr.  Harold  G.  Little  as  Milk  In- 
spector, and  to  state  that  the  vacancy  in  this  department  is  still  unfilled. 
The  position  calls  for  a laboratory  technician  especially  trained  in  milk 
analysis  and  in  the  use  of  the  microscope;  and,  while  two  applicants  have 
taken  the  civil  service  examination,  we  have  not  been  advised  by  the  com- 
missioners that  either  one  is  eligible.

Gentlemen : 

In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of'  the  Municipal  Ordinance  I here- 
with submit  a statement  of  the  matters  handled  by  the  Law  Department. 

The  following  matters  which  were  in  litigation  during  1926  are  no  long- 
er considered  active  matters: 

First,  the  suit  of  Eben  P.  Allen  against  the  City  for  the  recovery  of  an 
alleged  arrearage  in  compensation.  In  this  matter  the  plaintiff  has  not 
been  active  in  the  prosecution  of  his  claim. 

Second,  Benjamin  J.  Checkoway  vs.  the  City,  replevin  suit  in  which 
the  plaintiff  procured  an  assessment  of  damage  in  the  sum  of  one  $(1.00) 
dollar.  It  is  doubtful  if  it  will  be  necessary  to  carry  the  same  into  the  ap- 
pellate division. 

Third,  H.  B.  Little  et  ali  vs.  Charles  E.  Houghton  and  William  Balch, 
city  officials.  This  is  a tax  payers’  petition  brought  with  reference  to  the 
account  of  the  Martin  W.  Dugan  Company  for  work  performed  for  the 
Poor  Department.  It  was  heard  upon  its  merits  .before  the  Superior  Court 
and  a decree  entered  against  the  defendants  enjoining  them  for  recognizing 
the  order  of  the  City  Council  to  pay  the  bill.  Early  in  the  year  suit  was 
brought  by  the  Martin  W.  Dugan  Company  directly  against  the  City  and 
later  you  directed  me  to  settle  the  same  for  a figure  at  about  one-half  of 
the  account.’  Your  order  in  this  respect  was  carried  out. 

Fourth,  Louis  C.  Zega  vs.  John  L.  McLean,  City  Marshal,  a suit  brought 
for  false  arrest  in  the  sum  of  ten  thousand  ($10,000.00)  dollars.  In  this 
matter  I procured  a non-suit  when  the  case  was  reached  for  trial. 

Fifth,  Dorothea  M.  Zega,  vs.  James  L.  French,  special  officer,  a suit 
brought  for  false  arrest  in  the  sum  of  five  thousand  ($5,000.00)  dollars.  In 
this  matter  I procured  a non-suit  when  the  case  was  reached  for  trial. 
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Sixth,  Charles  E.  Houghton,  Tax  Collector,  vs.  Goldia  Kantrowitz.  This 
was  a small  suit  brought  to  recover  a tax  bill.  At  a hearing  upon  the 
merits  in  the  equity  session  a verdict  was  rendered  for  the  City. 

Seventh,  Walter  E.  Atkinson,  petitioner,  vs.  the  City.  This  was  a Land 
Court  case  with  reference  to  the  old  public  way  existing  south  of  the  Cus- 
tom House  in  which  the  petitioner  set  up  that  the  public  rights  therein  had 
been  abandoned.  The  decision  of  the  court  established  that  a public  way 
still  exists  there. 

Eighth,  County  of  Essex,  vs.  the  City  of  Newburyport.  This  is  the 
Tubercular  Hospital  tax  case  in  which  the  City’s  interests  were  taken  care 
of  by  Robert  G.  Dodge  of  Storey,  Palmer,  Thorndike  and  Dodge.  The  decis- 
ion in  this  case  was  adverse  to  the  City. 

The  following  cases  were  reported  upon  last  year  but  none  have  been 
reached  for  trial: 

First,  John  J.  Evans  vs.  the  City,  an  action  of  contract  in  the  sum  of 
fifteen  thousand  ($15,000.00)  dollars  for  alleged  breach  of  the  building  mov- 
ing contract  which  the  plaintiff  had  with  the  City. 

Second,  Dorothea  M.  Zega  vs.  John  L.  McLean,  City  Marshal.  A suit 
for  alleged  false  arrest  in  the  sum  of  two  thousand  ($2,000.00)  dollars. 

Third,  Mary  A.  Nevins  vs.  the  City.  A’  suit  brought  in  the  sum  of  ten 
thousand  ($10,000.00)  dollars  for  a personal  injury  received  because  of  an 
alleged  defect  in  the  sidewalk. 

Fourth,  George  A.  Weare  vs.  the  City.  A suit  brought  for  alleged  sew- 
er damage  in  the  sum  of  one  thousand  ($1,000.00)  dollars. 

The  following  new  cases  have  been  entered  against  the  City: 

First,  Harry  D.  Stillman  vs.  the  City.  This  is  a suit  brought  for  per- 
sonal injuries  alleged  to  have  been  received  because  of  the  defective  con- 
dition of  the  highway  upon  Threadneedle  Alley  in  the  sum  of  twenty-five 
thousand  ($25,000.00)  dollars. 

Second,  George  Page  vs.  the  City.  This  is  a suit  brought  for  personal 
injuries  alleged  to  have  been  received  because  of  the  defective  condition  of 
the  highway  upon  Water  street  in  the  sum  of  twenty-five  thousand 
($25,000.00)  dollars. 

Third,  Henry  Buckley  vs.  the  City.  This  is  a suit  in  the  sum  of  five 
hundred  ($500.00)  dollars  for  wages  alleged  to  be  due  from  the  City  upon 
the  claims  assigned  to  him  by  former  employees  of  the  tree  and  moth  and 
park  departments.  This  is  a suit  in  which  the  plaintiff  has  attempted  to 
establish  that  Charles  P.  Kelley  occupies  the  office  of  superintendent  of 
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parks,  superintendent  of  brown  tail  and  gypsy  moth  suppression  and  tree 
warden. 

In  the  Nevins,  Stillman  and  Page  cases  it  is  to  be  noted  that  notwith- 
standing the  fact  that  the  damages  which  they  claim  are  very  large  that 
the  liability  of  the  City  is  limited  by  Statute  to  four  thousand  ($4,000.00) 
dollars  in  each  case. 

I have  recommended  for  the  last  few  years  a complete  revision  of  the 
Municipal  Ordinances  and  the  regulations  of  the  different  departments.

To  the  Honorable  Mayor  and  City  Council, 

City  of  Newburyport. 

Gentlemen: — 

The  Board  of  Water  Commissioners  herewith  present  their  thirty-first 
annual  report  for  the  year  ending  December  18th,  1926. 


Continuing  the  work  commenced  in  1922;  the  four  inch  cement  lined 
pipe  in  Orange  Street  has  been  replaced  with  twelve  inch  cast  iron  pipe,  this 
pipe  was  also  extended  through  Federal  Street  to  Milk  .Street  giving  us  a 
continuous  twelve  inch  line  from  State  Street  to  this  point.  A new  hydrant 
was  installed  midway  of  Orange  Street.  It  is  our  intention  to  continue  this 
pipe  through  Milk  Street  as  funds  are  available. 

Inn  Street  has  been  entirely  re-laid  with  eight  inch  cast  iron  pipe,  a 
hydrant  added  near  Market  Square,  and  all  the  service  pipes  re-laid. 

The  balance  of  the  two  indh  pipe  in  High  Street,  Newbury,  has  been 
re-laid  with  eight  inch  cast  iron  pipe  and  all  the  side  streets  connected  with 
this  pipe. 

Working  in  connection  with  the  Trustees  of  Moseley  Woods,  two 
hydrants  have  been  set  in  the  woods  as  a protection  against  forest  fires. 


No  new  trees  have  been  set  out,  but  considerable  work  has  been  done 
in  clearing  the  woods  of  underbrush  and  undesirable  trees.  The  fence  on 
both  sides  of  our  right  of  way  from  Spofford  Street  to  the  woods  has  been 
entirely  rebuilt. 

A new  storage  building,  containing  a garage,  has  been  built  at  the 
Pumping  Station  to  take  the  place  of  a building  burned  some  time  ago.

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REPORT  OF  THE  DIRECTORS 
To  the  Mayor  and  City  Council: — 

Gentlemen: — During  the  past  year  tlie  Board  has  listened  to  commun- 
ications from  representatives  of  the  South  End  Reading  Room  Association, 
both  in  writing,  and  orally,  through  committees,  said  association  asking  that 
it  be  taken  over  as  a branch  of  the  Newburyport  Public  Library  and  ^nan- 
aged  as  such.  The  committee  of  this  board  charged  with  investigating  the 
merits  of  the  case  unanimously  recommended  the  acceptance  of  the  pro- 
posal, but  inasmuch  as  certain  property  rights  are  involved,  as  well  as 
trust  funds  of  that  institution,  it  was  further  recommended  by  the  com- 
mittee that  this  proposal  be  sent  to  the  City  Council  for  its  action.  The  re- 
port was  accepted  by  the  Board  of  Directors,  its  recommendations  adopted, 
and  the  whole  matter  is  now  in  the  hands  of  your  honorable  body. 

Your  attention  is  invited  to  the  71st  annual  report  of  “the  condition  of 
the  library,”  as  shown  in  the  accompanying  papers,  the  Librarian’s  report, 
those  of  special  committees  attached  to  this  Board,  tabulated  statements, 
etc.,  which  are  hereby  forwarded  as  constituting,  with  their  approval,  the 
Directors’  report.

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REPORT  OF  THE  LIBRARIAN 
To  the  Directors  of  the  Public  Library: — 

The  71st  report  of  the  Librarian,  the  36th  which  I personally  have 
made,  is  herewith  submitted.  The  previous  year  closed  with  a total  of 
61,263  books  catalogued.  Since  that  date  918  new  volumes  have  been  add- 
ed, the  cancellations  of  worn-out  books  being  94,  leaving  a net  of  62,087  at 
the  present  time. 

The  circulation  of  volumes  for  home  reading  during  the  past  year,  has 
amounted  to  53,068,  to  which  should  be  added,  credited  to  one  circulation 
at  least,  128  new  books  which  have  been  deposited  with  the  South  End 
Reading  Room  and  the  Fiske  Memorial  Library.  There  have  also  been  giv- 
en to  the  library  recently  established  in  Byfield,  from  this  institution  122 
duplicate  volumes. 

There  are  at  present  listed  7811  qualified  borrowers  of  books  to  take 
from  the  building,  an  increase  of  707  during  the  year.  Of  this  number  1437 
have  a second  or  non-fiction  cards,  and  46  teachers  are  allowed  to  take  out 
at  one  time  an  indefinite  number  of  books  to  be  used  professionally. 

During  the  same  time  there  have  been  sent  to  the  bindery  249  books 
which  it  was  impossible  to  suitably  repair  among  the  many  hundreds  which 
are  annually  kept  in  fair  condition  at  home,  and  39  volumes  of  magazines 
from  the  Reading  Room,  to  reappear  as  new  books  for  general  circulation. 

In  this  connection  it  may  be  stated  that  very  many  if  not  the  most  of 
the  new  books  as  they  come  from  the  publishers’  houses  can  scarcely  be 
considered  as  “permanently  bound”  when  received.  They  sort  of  stand 
midv/ay  between  the  European  custom  of  offering  nearly  all  books  simply 
bound  in  paper,  unless  otherwise  ordered,  and  the  modern  American  system, 
which  must  have  originated  among  a few  far-seeing  bookbinders,  of  order- 
ing popular  books  in  sheets  just  as  they  come  from  the  press,  binding  them 
more  securely,  “reinforced”  as  they  are  known,  and  then  gradually  branch- 
ing out  as  booksellers  as  well  as  binders,  and  offering  such  books  to  the 
trade.  Of  course  they  cost  a little  more,  but  with  the  usual  discount  given 
to  libraries,  the  cost  is  about  the  same  as  the  price  advertised  by  the  pub- 
lishers. They  are  well  worth  the  increased  cost,  and  it  will  be  noticed  that 
many  of  the  books  added  yearly  to  this  library  are  in  such  format.  Of 
course  this  means  somewhat  less  in  number  each  year,  but  I believe  it  pays, 
and  unless  otherwise  ordered  shall  continue  this  system. 

The  Library  has  been  open  for  the  circulation  of  books  305  days  during 
the  year,  and  the  number  withdrawn  has  varied  greatly,  from  362  on  a fine 
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mid-Winter  day  in  February,  down  to  51i  in  the  same  month,  probably  a 
blustering,  snowstormy  day.  The  Reading  Room  was  open  to  readers  every 
day  during  the  year,  on  iSundays  from  1 to  6 o’clock,  and  on  holidays  during 
the  morning  hours.  The  keeping  open  the  Reading  Room  during  part  of 
the  day  Sundays,  now  in  operation  for  several  years,  has  proven  of  the 
greatest  success.  It  is  freely  used,  as  many  as  111  readers  being  counted 
there  on  a single  day  during  the  past  year,  and  even  that  does  not  consti- 
tute the  record.  It  would  doubtless  be  of  great  service  to  the  community  if 
the  general  library  was  also  open  Sundays,  but  unfortunately  that  can  never 
be  accomplished,  according  to  one  of  the  three  terms  laid  down  by  the  orig- 
inal donors  or  organizers  of  this  institution,  and  accepted  by  the  city. 

The  Superintendent  of  the  Reading  Room  is  also  called  upon  to  serve 
as  the  Reference  Librarian,  particularly  in  the  service  of  students,  mostly 
from  the  High  School.  Year  by  year  this  institution  is  more  closely  identi- 
fied with  the  general  educational  system  of  the  city  among  the  young,  and 
frequently  the  entire  time  of  this  assistant,  especially  in  the  afternoon,  is 
taken  up  in  furnishing  information  to  and  im  aiding  these  young  people, 
who  are  often  present  in  large  numbers  and  insistent  on  obtaining  the  latest 
and  most  condensed  information  on  the  particular  subjects  which  they  may 
be  looking  up.  But  this  is  only  one  of  the  formerly  uncalled  for  duties 
which  the  modern  library  has  to  be  prepared  for. 

In  closing,  it  gives  me  great  pleasure  in  bringing  to  your  attention  the 
general  enthusiasm,  efficiency  and  co-operation  which  every  member  of  the 
staff  brings  to  her  work.

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PEABODY  FUND 

According  to  the  request  of  the  donor  of  the  fund  which  bears  his 
name,  the  late  George  Peabody,  “that  an  annual  report  of  the  condition  of 
the  fund  and  the  amount  of  income  be  prepared  and  published”  the  Trustees 
hereby  give  notice  that  the  principal  $15,000  still  remains  on  deposit  in  the 
Newburyport  Institution  for  Savings,  and  that  the  amount  of  income  is  as 
below  given  by  the  Treasurer. 

During  the  past  year  144  new  books  have  been  purchased  and  added  to 
the  Public  Library,  making  a total  of  15,699  volumes  since  the  fund  be- 
came operative.
